Clair, the St. Clair River, the De- 
troit River and the St. Marys 
River, including all tributaries to 
those waters from the mouth to a 
half-mile upstream. Waters open 
to dip netting include all Lower 
Peninsula and Upper Peninsula 
streams, except designated trout 
streams and other streams, as 
noted.
